man reparations such as subse- 
quently took place at Lausanne. 

“In fact,” the letter continued, 
“no commitments were made and 
the communique issued at the time 
is a strictly accurate recital of the 
nature of the discussions.” 

The communique referred to said 
in part as follows: 

“An informal and cordial discus- 
sion has served to outline with 
greater precision the nature of the 
problems. It has not been the pur- 

of either of us (President 
Hoover and Prime Minister Laval) 
to engage in commitments binding 
our governments, but rather, 
through development of fact, to en- 
able each country to act more ef- 
fectively in its own field.” 

Senator Reed had communicated 
with Stimson and Mills after con- 
troversy in the Senate with Borah 
as to whether President Hoover 
had sought congressional co-opera- 
tion for future debt revision before 
his conference with Laval. 

Borah had contended the Presi- 
dent had done so and that this en- 
couraged France to hope for fur- 
them debt revision. Reed and Sen- 
ator Watson (Rep.), Indiana, de- 
nied the President had taken up 
the question at the congressional- 
White House meeting. 

The Stimson letter to Reed said 
in part: 80 far as these (Hoo- 
ver-Laval) discussions touched 
upon the subject of debts and rop- 
arations they were limited entirely 
to temporary steps which might be 
taken to offset the effects of the 
depression. * * * 

‘No cancelation or revision of ei- 
ther debts or reparations was pro- 
posed by either side. No assurances 
or commitments on such sub/‘ect 
was either asked for or given.“ 

In the Senate last week Senator 
Borah said: 

“I do not desire to appear here 
today as a defender of the default 
on the part of France. I think it 
was a mistake. But I do desire to 
say, and I have no hesitancy in say- 
ing it in public, that I have no 
doubt in the world that France un- 
derstood, when she canceled repa- 
rations, that she would receive 
some readjustment of debts on 
the part of the United State.” 

Borah said the Hoover-Laval 
communique was “in itself suffi- 
ciently indicative that it (the con- 
ference) was for that purpose.” 

Borah Repeats Statement. 

Senator Borah this afternoon re- 
peated in the Senate his statement 
that President Hoover had given 

ce reason to hope for further 
debt revision in event reparations 
were curtailed.

He added it was natural, from 
this statement, for the French 
people to understand that some 
readjustment would be forthcoming 
if reparations were cut.

“I do not contend there was a 
specific agreement that so and so 
would be done,” he asserted, “but 
there was a statement made that 
debts would be discussed and con- 
sidered in the light of present con- 
ditions.”

Borah quoted from the joint 
communique issued by President 
Hoover and Premier Laval after 
their conference, in-which they said 
regarding intergovernmental obli- 
gations that “we recognize prior to 
the expiration of the Hoover year 
some agreement may be necessary 
covering the period of the depres- 
sion.” Then he asked: “Now, what 
effect would that have on the 
French people?” 

Johnson Takes Borah to Task. 

Senator Johnson (Rep.), Califor- 
nia, took Borah to task for not 
giving the Senate his view when 
the moratorium was under consid- 
eration. Johnson referred to “the 
little band” of Senators who op- 
posed the moratorium “on suspi- 
cion, perhaps, because they were 
not parties to the White House 
conferences. There was no clarion 
‘voice on the floor at that time that 
had a part in those conferences to 
tell what had been said or done. 
Nothing was told as to what oc- 
curred.” 

Borah, replying to Johnson, said 
he had revealed nothing today or 
last week that was not “published 
far and wide” at the time. “Every- 
thing might have been gleaned 
from the public recordm and docu- 
ments,” Johnson echoed. “Not so, 
sir. It was a matter of news last 
week.

FAMOUS-BARR STORE 
BASEMENT IS FLOODED 


Water From Main Covers Floor 
to Depth of 8 
Inches. 


A loud report and the sound of 
rushing water sent about 200 clerks 
and customers in the basement of 
the Famous-Barr department store 
scurrying for the stairs this morn- 
ing when a main burst and water 
spread over the floor. 

The break came about 9:15 a. 
m., 15 minutes after the store had 
opened for business. For about 
three minutes water poured into 
the basement at a rate estimated by 
engineers at 80,000 gallons a min- 
ute. In the vicinity of the breax, 
near the northwest corner, tac 
water rose eight inches from ‘re 
floor. Farther from the break the 
depth declined to just a trace. 

Persons in the basement left it 
within a few minutes by the stairs 
or elevators which were kept in 
operation. The flow was stopped 
by an employe who shut it off at 
its source, a tank on the roof of the 
building which supplies water for 
the automatic sprinkler system and

The 12inch main was about 
three feet below the basement 
floor. When it broke, it washed 
up mud = cinders which were 
carried th t the basement 
floor. Several inches of mud re- 
mained near the break after the 
water had been pumped out by city 
firemen. 

Added force was given the water 
because of air pressure in the tank. 
The water broke through the con- 
crete and tile floor above the main.

“Working together,” he said, “I 
believe we can place Illinois in the 
leadership of our American com- 
monwealths, the home again of a 
happy, contented, prosperous and 
united citizenship.”

i (Copyright, 1933.) 
PEIPING, Jan. 9.—I had 120 men 
guarding the south gate of Shan- 
haikwan when the Japanese at- 
tacked, but the next day, at the end 


T HE commander of the Chinese 


‘from the city. 
Of 1800 defenders of Shanhai- 
kwan, only 624 were left alive, in- 
cluding the wounded. 
Early Tuesday morning Japanese 
shells rained down on the walled 
city, and I was warned to close the 
gate and prepare fer a Japanese at- 
tack. 
I and my men were strictly or- 
dered not to fire unless the enemy 
succeeded in entering my gate. 
At 10 a. m. I saw 60 Japanese 
soldiers carrying ladders approach 
the gate. 
Machine Guns on Roofs. 
Despite the deep hatred of my 
men for the enemy, their discipline 
was splendid and not a shot was 
fired, although the Japanese raised 
their ladders against the wall. They 
withdrew, however, when they 
failed to reach the top. 
Later a larger force of Japanese 
returned and mounted machine 
guns on the roofs of nearby houses. 
They prepared their defense lines, 


of the battle, I guided only 60 men 


and then opened fire. Shells whis- 
tled overhead and éxploded in the 
city. 

At 5 p. m. the Japanese again at- 
tempted to scale the great wall, and 
my troops’ hurled rocks on them. 
We refrained from firing our rifles 
or the machine guns wee had 
mounted on the wall. 

Wednesday morning, shells be- 
gan falling“again and Japanese 
airplanes flew low, bombinb the city 
and creating a fearful din. Build- 
ings were burning, but still the 
Chinese did not fire until I gave 
orders to do so. I gave this order 
when a Japanese infantry wave 
followed four armored cars ad- 
vancing to my gate. 

Invaders Repulsed Twice. 
Heavy shells began ‘to batter 
‘down the gate, and I withdrew my 
command to houses inside the 
gate, where we twice repulsed the 
attackers. In 15 minutes of hot, 
close fighting, my men, using large 
swords, bayonettes and machine 
guns, accounted for at least 30 
Japanese. Once the invaders 
reached the top of the wall, but 
when they rushed to plant the 
Japanese flag there we succeeded 
in driving them down. 

Finally four Japanese armored 
cars reached the east wall and 
advanced on us in two directions. I 
ordered m ymen to retreat through 
the city streets, which were cha- 
otic as civilians fled from their 
hastily built dugouts where they 
had hidden during the two-day 
bombardment of Shanhaikwan. The 
Japanese pursued the retreating 
Chinese troops and engaged them 
in house to .house fighting. 

At 3 p. m. that afternoon I led 
60 Chinese survivors out through 


the west gate or Shanhaikwan.

Body of Famous Pianist Carried to 
Grave Without Prelimi- 
nary Service.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 9.— Passage, 
by the House of the domestic allot 
ment plan of farm relief, or, as it 
is called by its sponsors, the “par- 
ity” plan, is expected this week. 
Amendments adding corn and 
dairy products to the list of bene- 
fited commodities are being pressed. 

The fate of the measure in the 
Senate is in doubt. Owing to the 
general belief that President Hoo- 
ver will veto the bill if it reacnes 
him, there is widespread indiffer- 
ence to it among Senators. A check- 
up today showed that probably 
half of them had not read its pro- 
visions. 

Each of the members of Congress 
received today a letter from the 
Millers’ National Federation esti- 
mating that the measure would 
place a “sales tax” of $1,167,000,000 
on the consumers of the couniry, 
of which $1,111,000,000 would go to 
the producers of five agricultural 
products that represent in value 
only 40 per cent of all farm com- 
modities. This estimate assumes 
the adding of rice to the commodi- 
ties now included in the bill—wheat, 
tobacco, cotton and hogs. 

Cost to Farmers Estimated. 

Of the total bounty, it is estimat- 
ed that the farmers themselves 
would pay nearly $300,000,000. “even 
states, it is calculated, wolud re 
ceive over half the total bonus, 


in the form of “sales taxes” than 
they would receive as bonuses. In 
10 states, the millers further assert, 
the farmers themselves would vay 
out more in taxes than they would 
receive. 
“The plan,“ says the _ state 
ment, “would impose an average 
additional burden on every family 
in the country of $39.03 in the form 
of a sales tax on necessities of life. 
“Five per cent of the average 
wage earner’s total yearly earning= 
would go to pay the tax on articles 
of food and clothing under the 
terms of the plan. This tax would 
be in addition to what he is now 
paying for food, clothing, taxes, 
etc. The average weekly wage in- 
come of unskilled labor in October, 
1932, was $14.35 a week, or approx- 
imately $746.20 a year, as shown 
by statistics of the National Indus- 
trial Conference Board. 

Tax of 200 Per Cent. 
“The proposed tax of 60.9 cents 
per. bushel on wheat would be a 
tax of 200 per cent on that com- 
modity. The index figure of the 
Department of Agriculture shows 
that the average farm price of 
wheat on Nov. 15, last, was 32.8 
per bushel. The tax on bread 
would reach from 1 cent to 3 cents 
per loaf, according to the size and 
quality of the loaf.” 
For Missouri, the millers’ state 
ment estimates that the “sales 
tax” would be $34,497,000, or $36.70 
a family, while the bonus to the 
farmers of that state would be 
$45,370,000. The sales tax paid by 
the farmers themselves would be 
$10,593,000. The sales tax for each 
farm in Missouri, according to this 
calculation, would be $41.37 and the 
bonus for each farm $177.20.

Justice for the Railroads. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

N this time, when every hand seems 

to have been against the railroad sys- 
tems of this country, it is proper that 
every right-thinking citizen should lend 
his best efforts toward doing justice to 
the railroads. 

The steadily encroaching advance of 
the truck lines on the freight carriage 
that formerly went to the railroads can 
in some small measure be again diverted 
for carriage back to the railroads. 

The possibility that the many railroad 
systems might cease to function, and that 
they might no longer be a liberal source 
of tion to the subdivisions of this 
nation, is appalling to anyone who has 
the administration of government in his 
hands. In this county, where only two 
main-line systems cross the county at its 
shortest way, the tax derived is close to 
25 per cent of the total tax paid for all 
purposes in the county. Were these two 
systems to fail and the county be de- 
prived of one-fourth of its tax income, 
every school in every incorporated town 
through which these roads run would 
have to shorten the school term by at 
least three months of each year. 

The truck lines crossing the county do 
not give anything in the way of tax in- 

come to the county. The only tax that 

they pay is for a license that all goes to 
the State Highway Department. Their 
passing out would deprive us of no tax 
income whatever. 

For that reason, it is the duty of every 
purchasing agent, national, state, munici- 
pal, county or any other subdivision, to 
require that all supplies purchased shall 
come by rail. That is the requirement 
that I make on all supplies purchased for 
this county. It is not much, but every 
little will help in this time of great pros- 
tration of the roads that have made 
America the nation that she is.

OUR BUSINESS FRANKENSTEIN. | 

In the search for causes of our present economic 
disasters, we have largely overlooked one which has 
been responsible for widespread losses and devastat- 
ing complications; that is the corporation. 

When we created the corporation through law as 
an instrumentality ky which groups of persons could 
conduct private business for profit, we created an ar- 
tificial person which hag become a veritable Franken- 
stein monster, with extensive power but without per- 
sonal responsibility for its acts. It could not be 
hanged for murder nor jailed for robbery. The Pope 
once decreed that the corporation could not be excom- 


not sin. It could commit sin, but without responei- 
bility and with impunity. We may add that it is 
without conscience and without a body to punish. . 

The corporation under loose laws and regulations 
offers, in addition to legitimate opportunity to con- 
duct extensive and varied activities, opportunity for 
gross abuses and plundering schemes. We do not 
indict all business corporations; some are conducted 
honestly and with good management. They may 
make excessive profits, and some may be ruthless in 
the treatment of officials and employes on account of 
their impersonal character, but they keep within the 
law. We condemn the laws and the apathy of the 
people who have permitted these monsters to become 
our masters under loose laws and inefficient regula- 
tion. What personal business men would not do, the 
impersonal corporation, organized and managed for 
profit, does without compunction. We have permitted 
it to do 80. 

Efforts have been made to reform corporation laws 
and curb corporate abuses, but they have been feeble 
and inadequate. States have enacted so-called blue sky 
laws to limit the issue of valueless stocks and to stop 
traffic in fraudulent stock, but stock rascals still 
flourish and few have been punished. There was a 
movement in 1928 to obtain uniform state incorporat- 
ing laws, the variety of which has permitted the 
worst evils and abuses. States have competed for 
incorporation fees by means of loose laws. Delaware, 
Maine and Maryland are the worst offenders. New 
Jersey, the former favorite of unscrupulous incorpora- 
tors, has withdrawn from the competition. Delaware 
is the leader with laws that permit the exercise of 
practically unlimited powers under corporate charters. 
States in some cases do not place obviously good re- 
strictions on corporations for fear of driving their 
business out of the state. 

That appalling opportunities exist for corporate 
abuses is proved by the Insull example, one of many 
in this country, and in the broader international field 
by the Kreuger example. Insull bought up utility plants 
and other properties and issued and sold bonds and 
stocks to twice or thrice the purchase price. He or- 
ganized holding companies and a super-holding com- 
pany with additional bonds and stocks. The invested 
pyramid he built up toppled when the economic storm 
struck it, and millions were lost by the credulous 
public who bought the water-logged securities. Simi- 
lar robber schemes were worked by scoundrels posing 
as masters of business throughout the country. Un- 
scrupulous and greedy human spiders wove webs for 
suckers behind the screens of corporations. In only 
a few corporations, notably national banks, were di- 
rectors responsible for the debts of corporations. The 
public bore the losses in most instances. 

Corporations supply the grist for the gambling mill. 
Common stock is gambling stock. The major gam- 
bles in the orgies of speculation which have oc- 
curred on Wall Street—and reached a climax in 1929 
—were deals in common stock. In many instances 
much of the common stock is not paid for, but issued 
as a bonus to purchasers of bonds and preferred stock 
and retained by promoters for profits.. All the surplus 
earnings remaining after fixed charges, operating and 
other necessaries are provided for, are paid out in 
dividends on common stock. The cash and stock divi- 
dends paid out in prosperous times came from the 
earnings of common stock. It was not the machine 
alone that caused havoc, but the corporations. 

The trusts were organized and operated under cor- 
poration laws and, when the Government went into 
trust-busting and monopoly-breaking, the corporations 
went into mergers. We have huge corporations now 
engaged in many activities, industrial and commer- 
cial, with the practical advantages of the trust. They 
either absorb or crush weaker competitors. The rail- 
roads, staggering under a load of debt, are fine 
exhibits of corporate plunderers. 

Because the corporation is a creature of the state, 
created and chartered by law, the state can do what 
it pleases with it. It can restrict fits powers and 
control its conduct. It can abolish it altogether. 
Some corporation lawyers, notably the late Judge 
Priest, have declared that the public welfare de- 
mands its abolition. Among the first readjustments 
of our economic system should be the drastic reform 
of the corporation. We should compel it to be our 
efficient, trustworthy servant, instead of our greedy 
master.

Public interest is invited, and those who attend the 
sessions will find a program designed to throw light 
upon leading problems in the field of international 
relations. Round-table conferences are to be de

~CHANGE THE PRIMARY‘ DATE. 

A matter which deserves the attention of the Leg- 
islature is the advisability of changing the date of 
the Missouri nominating primary, which, under the 
present law, is held on the first Tuesday in August. 
Many persons believe that August is an unfortunate 
month for this highly important event in our po- 
litical life. 6 

There is much to substantiate this view. August 
heat in Missouri makes heavy inroads into popular 
interest in political activity. As a matter of fact, 
throughout the country August is known as a month 
when interest in serious subjects is customarily at 
its lowest point. As perhaps the month most popular 
for vacations, it, mdte than any other month, finds 
Missourians away from home. This prevents a large 
number of persons from taking part in the selection 
of the party candidates. 

Most states have their nominating primaries in 
either the spring or early fall. Illinois, Nebraska 
and Pennsylvania have the earliest, theirs coming 
in April. Nine states use May. They are: Maryland, 
Indiana, Alabama, South Dakota, Ohio, West Vir- 
ginia, New Jersey, Oregon and Idaho. June is also 
popular, it being the primary month for North Caro- 
lina, Iowa, Florida, Maine, Minnesota and North Da- 
kota. No less than 11 states hold their primaries 
in September, namely, Nevada, Arisona, Colorado, 
Louisiana, Vermont, Washington, Michigan, New 
Hampshire, Wisconsin, Massachusetts and New York. 

To be sure, Missouri is not alone in its August pri- 
mary—Kansag and Virginia use the same day, while 
some seven other states also Hold theirs during the 
month — but August primary states are the excep- 
tions.

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AMV LOW FOR LYNCHINGS. 


Numerous observers, judging the present by ing 


past, predicted that economic depression would bring 
an increase in the country’s annual list of lynchings. 
Times of unemployment in the past always had ag- 
gravated inter-racial economic rivalry, and the result- 
ant idleness had invariably created the proverbially 
attendant mischief. These prophets, however, did 
not attach proper importance to the rise of organiza- 
tions, many in the South, determinedly devoted to 
stamping out mob murder, to the virtually universal 
condemnatory attitude of the press and to the grow- 
ing sense of responsibility among officers of the law 
as to the safety of their prisoners. 

The lynching record for 1932, as compiled at Tus- 
kegee Institute, totals only eight, the lowest figure 
since the evil began to develop in the Reconstruction 
period. Year after year, up to the turn of the cen- 
tury, the yearly average of lynchings approached 
160, and the maximum was set in 1892, when 255 
persons: were killed by mobs. The number dwindled 
slowly, and as recently as 1922 there were 57 lynch- 
ings. The previous low record was 10, in 1929. There 
were 21 in 1930 and 13 in 1931, so the reduction to 
eight last year was truly notable. 

Tuskegee’s figures give credit to officers of the law 
who, on 31 occasions last year, prevented lynchings. 
Many of these men risked their lives rather than 
meet the mobs’ demands, placing their high concep- 
tion of duty above personal peril. The past year had 
few bright spots, but in the ebb of lynch law it shone 
conspicuously. If economic conditions can be bettered 
and the spread of enlightenment continues, this gen- 
eration may yet see a year unmarred by the cow 
ardly crime of lynching. |

The Franco-American Estrangement 


ENATOR BORAH is the first American 
8 holding a responsible position to raise 

the question whether the French people 
are justified in believing that “if they gave 
up reparations they might in justice look 
to a reconsideration of the debt.” There is, 
of course, no doubt whatever that the 
whole French nation believes this to be the 
fact. This holds equally for Frenchmen, like 
M. Herriot, who wish to pay, and for those 
who oppose payment. As a consequence, 
there is an ugly tension between the United 
States and France: on our side, a convic- 
tion that France has willingly defaulted on 
a contract she was able to carry out; on 
the other side, a conviction that the United 
States Government defaulted on a moral en- 
gagement. 

It is tragic that such a conflict should 
exist between the two peoples. They have 
been friends since the beginning of our 
history. They have common interests in 
the future. It ought not to be beyond the 
power of reasonable men to dispose of these 


reciprocal charges affecting the honor of. 


both nations. Borah’s speech is a beginning. 

The question is how far the administra- 
tion gave M. Laval grounds for believing 
that France was entitled to a reconsidera- 
tion of her debt. In answering this ques- 
tion at the present time, it is necessary to 
rely wholly upon the public record, There 
is no record available of what actually was 
said at the White House conference between 
M. Laval and Mr. Hoover, nor any record 
as to memoranda or notes or oral sugges- 
tions which may have been communicated 
to the French Government last winter, nor 
any record of what American representa- 
tives may have said to Frenchmen before 
and during the Lausanne conference. Only 
the public record can profitably be dis- 
cussed, and on that record those who desire 
to be just must make their present judg- 
ment. a

The first item in the record is the pro- 
posal of the Hoover moratorium, on June 
21, 1931. In this document, which was is- 
sued without consulting France, Mr. Hoover 
offered to postpone all payments upon the 
debts of foreign governments to the Ameri- 
can Government payable during the fiscal 
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statement of June 20. Our problem is 
one of such adjustment during the period 
of the depression as will at the same time 
aid our own recovery. This, being a subject 
first of negotiation with foreign govern- 
ments, was not submitted for determining 
at this evening’s conference.” 

It is indisputable: from this statement that 
(a) Mr. Hoover intended to discuss “inter- 
governmental debts”; that is, debts and 
reparations, with. Laval; (d) that he de- 
sired an adjustment of debts “during the 
period of depression”; (c) that he looked 
forward to “negotiations with foreign gov- 
ernments” on the subject. 

~ - * 

M. Laval arrived about two weeks later, 
and from Oct. 23 to Oct. 25 he and his staff 
held conversations with the President and 
other American officials. At the conclusion, 
M. Laval and Mr. Hoover issued a joint 
statement, which, as regards debts, said: 

“In so far as intergovernmental debts are 
concerned, we that prior to the 
expiration of the Hoover year of postpone- 
ment some agreement regarding them may 
be necessary covering the period of business 
depression, as to the terms and conditions 
of which the two governments make all 
reservations. The initiative in this matter 
should be taken at an early date by the 
European Powers principally concerned 
within the framework of the agreements 
existing to July 1, 1931.” 3 

This is the third item in the record, and 
the crux of the dispute is in the last sen- 
tence. What does it mean to take “the ini- 
tiative“? According to the Oxford diction- 
ary, it means to take “the first step.” 
European Powers must take the first step. 
But a first step implies a second step. Can 
anyone deny that? And what-was this sec- 
ond step? It was, according to the Hoover- 
Laval statement, “that prior to the expira- 
tion of the Hoover year . some agree- 
ment. . may be necessary covering the 
period of business depression.” 

Now, there is no doubt that the Euro- 
pean Powers took the first step and dealt 
with reparations and all European inter- 
governmental debts “prior to the expira- 
tion of the Hoover year.” They did this at 
Lausanne. They went further, to be sure,

Confidential Talks With 
Mothers ;and Fathers. 


by Alice Judson Peale 
Adding to Difficulties 


CCASIONALLY one sees a child 
whose bad behavior appears in 
no way to be due to a lack of 
firm and consistent discipline. 

He misbehaves despite the fact 
that he is sure to be punished, de- 
spite the fact that his parents and 
teachers hold daily before him the 
standards to which he should con- 
form and daily impress upon him in 
every conceivable manner the need 
to obey. . 

Obviously such a child has not 
been spoiled in the common sense 
of that word. Manifestly his mis- 
behavior cannot be the result of his 
feeling that he can get away with 
anything. 

At least partly, it must be inter- 
preted as an involuntary reaction 
to emotional difficulties. These dif- 
ficulties are increased by the fact 
that he is always finding himself in 
hot water, and so a vicious circle 
has been established. 

A disobedient child whose con- 
duct suggests that he already is 
suffering from such feelings as ex- 
cessive inferiority, jealousy, fear or 
hate should be subjected only to 
such restrictions as are absolutely 
necessary to prevent him from get- 
ting into trouble with the neighbors 
and school 
making things really unbearable for 
those who must live with him. 
For the rest he needs patient, 
sympathetic understanding and re- 
laxation from the pressure under 
which he has been held. 

He needs to be helped to find in- 
terests in which he may construc- 
tively use his energies, and every 
effort should be made to enable him 
to make an adjustment to his age 
equals. 

Unless this is done it is quite 
possible that he will be mor and 
more difficult to manage and even- 
tually will fail completely to adapt 
himself to the world’s demands.

Toot greatest peril in life is 
not in wickedness, but in 
easy satisfactions, low ex- 
pectations, moral lethargy, in 
the slackness which slips into 
the second best.

Ships never drift into harbor;
